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Detailed Action 

This is the second Office Action corresponding to amendment filed Mar 14, 2005. 
The application contains 1 1 claims. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
Claims 1-5, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Japanese Patent 4-44581 (Japanese Patent) in view of Basickes et al. (Pat No 
6,152,412) and Larmarde et al. (Pat No 6,588,533). 

The Japanese Patent discloses a holder comprising a base (3), attaching means (6), curved 
wall defining a space, a finger (1) extending from the top of the wall, and antivibration 
material (13) on said space. 

The patent to Basickes et al. discloses another holder having ribs 2 to increase gripping. 
It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to 
have provided the holder shown by the Japanese Patent with rib means as shown by 
Basickes et al. to increase the gripping. It would further be obvious to use a coating of 
antivibration at any desired location of the clamp to increase the antivibration capabilities 
of the clamp. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 6-8 and 1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection. Applicant states that the use of a coating of antivibration material 
is new. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Several patents are now cited all of them 
teaching the coating of antivibration material. All of these patents are related art since 
they are related to means to reduce vibration. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Wesch et al. (5,756,555 - see Col 1, lines 20-26), 
Japanese Pat No 54-41954 (see Abstract translation) and Japanese Pat No 7-247446 (see
